
Supervisors Move to Curb Private Adoption Abuses JANUARY 3, 1963 THE TORRANCE HERALD

A 12-point propram timed at 
curbing "profiteprinn" in the 
field of private adoptions will 
be presented the 1963 State 
Legislature by the Board of 
Supervisors.

Supervisor Kenneth Halm 
gaid the rountv will sponsor tin- 
proposed legislation to combat 
reoccurrence of "baby selling 
 nd buying" cases brought to 
light In recent investigations.

The County Bureau of Adop­ 
tions Advisory Commission. 
headed by Mrs. I^orne Debs, 
conducted the investigation

and was sharply critical of 
high fees charged by some 
"third parties" in adoption 
procedures.

THE FIRST four proposals 
deal with the serious problem 
of unlicensed persons nlacing 
youngsters for adoption, and 
would clarify existing laws on 
the subject, Hahn said.

He pointed out that the 
placement of children for 
profit endangers the interest 
of the child, the parent and the 
adopting family.

Also included is a proposal 
to require the attorney and 
the petitioners in any adoption 
case to report to the court all 
feers in connection with an 
adoption. The fees would be 
subject to approval by the 
court.

ANOTHER suggested change 
in present law would make a 
violation of these provisions 
dealing with unlicensed per­ 
sons a felony.

An attorney would be pro­ 
hibiting both the natural par­ 
ent and the petitioners. If a 
natural parent hasn't suffi­ 
cient funds, she may be repre­

sented by a public defender or 
a court-appointed attorney. 
Hahn noted.

OTHER provisions would 
change the fee schedule 
charged by County adoption 
agencies and eliminate infor­ 
mation from the new birth 
certificate which would make 
it possible to trace the natural 
parents of an adopted child.

Senator Engle discussed the 
legislation he introduced last 
October to combat smog. The 
bill calls for a concentrated 
national research effor1 to 
find means of overcoming 
smog and air pollution.

THE CALIFORNIA legisla 
tor said his legislation will 
speed up and expand Federal 
assistance to local agencies to 
prevent and control pollution 
of the air by foreign chemi­ 
cals.

"I introduced this bill in or­

der to permit you people and 
other experts to look it over 
and evaluate it in advance of 
the next session of Congress,'' 
Senator Engle's statement for 
the conference continues. "I 
intend to reintroduce the bill 
with such modifications that 
may be appropriate in January 
1963."
